His Majefty lay atSittonburn on Saturday 
having paffed thro’ Ciaterbary without aay Stay 
where we are informed the three Malefattors un- 
der Sentence of Death were expofed to his View, 
ashe pafled thro’ the City in order for Mercy, and 
that his Majefty refpited their Executio. till fur- 
der Orders. The next Day about nine in the Mor- 
ning, his _Majefty fet out from Sittonburn, and ar- 
rived at Rochefter aboutcleven. Athis Batrance 
jatothe City he was received by the Mayor and 
Aldermen in their Formalities, and Mr. Marfh the 
Recorder made a Speech to his Majefty, who when 
he came over againft the College, was met by the 
Dean and Prebendaries, and the Reverend Dr. Cla- 
get their Deanz made alfoa Loyal Speech to his 
Majefty, on whofe Arrival laf s: inday Night at St. 
James’s, his Royal HighnefS went im: oped 
thither ro vifit his Majeft Ye And Yefterday Mor- 
ning the Prime Minifters of State, a great tne a 
of Noblemen & other Perfons of Diftinétion repair- 
ed thither to compliment his Majefty.. The King 
made ufe of Sir William Afhburnham’s Coach to 
pafs from Rye to the River, which he was obliged 
to crofs, on the other Side of which was his own 
Coaches. ’Tis faid his Majefty offered to confer 
Knighthood on Mr. Lamb the Mayor of Rye, but 
he excufed accepting of that Hononr. Some Thou- 
fands of People came to Crawfoord during his Ma- 
jefty’s Stay there, where the Inhabitants adorned 
the Outfide of their Houfes and Signa Pofts with 
Lawrels. 

His Majefty’s Ship the Leopold, on board. of 
which Sir John Norris hoifted his Flag, and which 
gould not act over the Bar at Helvoetfluys, is put 
nto Portfmouth.
